Clarke's attitude all the time was 
that he was willing to help as he 
felt I had been ' misunderstood.”

VICTORIA, Dec. 10.—The Brit- 


ish Columbia legislature Thurs- 


| day gave second reading to a bill 
‘providing for establishment of a 

Cne-man board to regulate and 
control the coal and petroleum 
industries of the province. 

The bill was introduced in the 
legislature Tuesday night by Attor- 
ney-General Gordon S. Wismer. 

The bill would give the board 
power to fix prices at which coal or 
petroleum products may be sold in 
| British Columbia for use within the 
province; require persons engaged 
jin the industries to obtain licenses 
|from the board; set license fees and 
| suspend or revoke licenses, and es- 
tablish standards to be applied to 
petroleum products sold in the 
| province. 

During discussion of the bill 
Thursday, Premier T. D. Pattullo 
told the legislature his govern- 
ment intended to give “specific 
attention” to the problem of reg- 
ulating all public utilities. 

“As far as a public utilities com- 
mission is concerned, definite ac- 
tion will have to be taken,” Mr. 
Pattullo said. “We shall give the 
matter specific attention and then 
let us see what transpires between 
now and the next session.” 

“With demands from all sides for 
money for hospitals, municipalities, 
road and other public works, the} 
government did not feel justified in | 
| bringing down such legislation at! 
this session,” the premier said. ' 

British Columbia at present has 
no public utilities Goninialon.| 
Establishment of such a commission | 
was a plank in the Liberal party 
platform in the provincial elections 
of 1933. 

Mr. Pattullo advised the opposi- 
tion “not to become excited” over 
the coal and oi! bill. He said it 
would not be administered in a 
partisan manner, Companies in- 
volved would be protected, as well 
as the public.

Conditions Among Unem- 


ployed Ex-Servicemen 
Fully Investigated 


OTTAWA, Deo. 16 — After 
neasly a year and a half's work 
which took it all ever Canada, the 
War Veterans’ Assistance Com- 
mission today rendered its report 
to Pensions Minister C. G. Power, 
containing sweeping recommend- 
ations estimated to cont $7,000,000. 

Vested with authority to investi- 
gate conditions among unemployed 
ex-service men, and to make recom- 
mendations designed to ameliorate 
conditions, the commission recount- 
ed its activities in 150 pages of type- 
written copy accompanied by num- 
erous statistics appendices. 

It showed the total of unemployed 
war veterans in Canada registered 
with the commission at 34,312. Of 
these 29,135 served in the Canadian 
forces and 5,177 in the Imperial 
forces. Many of these, the minister 
said, have since been absorbed into 
gainful employment. Col. J. G, 
Rattray, commission chairman, 
placed the figure in the neighbor- 
hood of 10,000, divided among per- 
manent, season and casual labor. 


ENDS JANUARY 6 

The commission, established in 
July, 1936, has been in almost con- 
tinuous session and automatically 
ceases to exist on Jan. 6, 1938. Its 
members are Col. Rattray, Ottawa; 
Col. Hugh de Martigny, Montreal, 
and Robert Macnicol, Vancouver. 

Seeking to ameliorate the lot of 
war veterans on relief, the com- 
mission recommended a “provis- 
fonal economic allowance to un- 
employed ex-service men” who 
do not receive disability pensions. 

It would be confined to men who 
“served in a theatre of actual 
war” and were domiciled in Can- 
ada when they enlisted. The re- 
commendation, however, would 
restrict government payments to 
$18.50 a month for single veterans 
_and $30 for married men with de- 
pendent wives. 

Refusal of employment to which 
he was fitted would disqualify a 
veteran from receipt of the month- 
ly allowance, but the commission 
recommended acceptance of an al- 
lowance should not render a vet- 
eran nor his wife liable to for- 
feiture of political rights. 


WOULD STUDY 

Mr. Power said he would submit 
the report to his cabinet colleagues 
after studying it himself. 

“What necessary legislation 
may be decided upon to give ef- 
fect to the recommendations will 
have to wait the assembling of 
parliament,” said the minister. 
Other than granting monthly al- 

lowances to unemployed veterans, 
responsibility of maintenance of 
children, application of various so- 
cial services such as are enjoyed by 
other indigent unemployed persons, 
should be continued as the respon- 
sibility of the municipalities, the 
report recommended. 

No allowance should be paid on 
behalf of the children, under the 
terms of the recommendation, and 
no war veteran should be entitled 
to the allowance if he is unregis: 
tered with the employment service 
of Canada.

Obviously there are only two parties who | 
know what an employee receives; himself and | 
his employer. Where the employer is not be- | 


* lieved, the only way to get at the truth is to call 


the employee. But just what is likely to happen 
if an employee swears that his employer has 
broken the law and then made a false statement 
to cover up the offence? In the case of that kind | 
of an employer, the employee will be slated for 
dismissal. He cannot of course be dismissed for 
80 doing; that is forbidden. But the matter is 
likely to be remembered against him, and should 
he make a mistake in future his time will be up. | 
In which event the employee will be punished 
for the law-breaking of his employer. 

The principle of the minimum wage law is 
sound, and the general welfare will be promoted 
if the law is observed. But there is no use 
ignoring the fact that it is a law difficult of en- 
foreement. The very reason that makes it de- | 
sirable makes it hard to enforce. If all employers 
were fair, enforcement would be easy, for the | 
law would be only needed as a standard by | 
which they would be guided. 


CANADA THIRD 


Mr. A. M. Shaw, director of Canada’s market- 
ing service, went to England some months ago | 
to make a critical examination of the methods 
employed to sell Canadian products there. His 
report, summarized in press despatches, shows 
he found that these products are not holding | 
the place they might be expected to hold in the | 
thought of English buyers. In point of fact, he 
reports, New Zealand has gained the “most | 
favored” position, with Australia next, and South 
Africa competing with Canada for third place. 
This is the more strange because Canada is closer 
to Britain than either of the other three, and has 
the added and very great advantage that its pro- 
ducts cross the ocean in the temperate zone and 
without having to sustain the extreme heat of the 
equatorial! belt. 

In part, Mr. Shaw thinks, we have failed to | 
make full use of these advantages through care- 
lessness as to quality and packing of goods, end 
in part because our advertising in England has 
been faulty or scant. He makes recommenda- 
tions for improvement in both respects, which 
no doubt will, and should, get attention. The 
matter is the more important because Great Bri- 
tain is negotiating a trade agreement with the | 
United States under which farm products of the 
latter country wil! be given easier entry into the | 
British market. This means still more competi- | 
tion for Canadian products there, and competi- 
tion of the keenest kind. Canada cannot afford | 
to ignore any means to cultivate a ‘sentimental | 
preference” which will express itseif in the Bri- 


tish consumer asking for Canadian products,

The fact, unpleasant 
as it may be, is that amalgamation with Alberta 
Conservatives and their affiliate would con- 
demn any party beyond hope. Whatever the 
voters of this province may want, they certainly 
do not want and will not elect a “sound money” 
government. And any coalition which included 
these groups would be immediately identified, 
and condemned, as a financiers’ set-up. The 
returns from the last general election supply all 
the evidence needed on that score. The Liberals 
on that occasion polled 70,000 votes. Conserva- 
tive candidates in all Alberta got less than 20,000. 
Who wants to go into partnership with a political 
bankrupt? Or the mortgage and loan party— 
the People’s League? 

The other, and worse, misconception was the 
idea that the all-important thing in Alberta is 
to get rid of the Aberhart Government; and that 
so long as this is accomplished it does not much 
matter what kind of a government succeeds it. 
That may be, apparently is, the thought in the 
minds of those who have fallen for the propa- 
ganda of “unity.” It is not, and cannot be, 
accepted by those who know what the Liberal 
party is and why it is. Power is not an end in 
itself, and the desire to get into power is not a 
sufficient justification for a party's existence. 
The Liberal party exists to carry Liberal princi- 
ples into practice when and as it can, and to 
advocate those principles whether in or out of 
office. A merger with those who hold Conserva- 
tive principles is simply not possible; neither set 
of principles could be championed by the coal- 
ition, or carried into effect should the coalition 
get into power. The Liberal party is better out 
of office with its principles than it would be i: 
office at the price of them. 3 

If friend Journal can comprehend this fact it 
may help it to understand why the merger 
scheme failed, to its great and very sincere dis- 
appointment.

THE BANK OF MONTREAL 


Speaking at the annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the Bank of Montreal, Sir Charles 
Gordon, G.B.E., president, said in part: 

“Taken as a whole, business conditions 
throughout Canada during the past year have 
been much improved and a happy contrast with 
the conditions of but two years ago, the one real- 
ly serious set-back being in those portions of 
the Prairie Provinces where drought caused to- 
tal or partial failure of the crops. Were Canada 
as dependent as it formerly was upon the cash 
returns derived from the export of wheat, the 
fact that this-year’s crop of that commodity falls 
so far short of the average would be calamitous. 
As matters stand, however, this partial failure 
of our greatest cash crop is partly offset from 
the national standpoint by the higher price for 
this year's crop and by the fact that the general 
crops in every other part of Canada have been, 
on the whole, remarkably good. Also, perhaps 
even more important is the fact that Canada has 
been demonstrating in the past year a remarke- 
able resiliency in productive enterprise. 

“For instance, the world demand for gold has 
been reflected in Canada by a marked increase 
in both the discovery and the production of that 
metal. The rapid progress that is being made 
in every form of mechanical operation and in the 
use of all kinds of manufacturers of metal, com- 
bined with the demands caused by the armament 
programmes of the larger nations, has centred 
attention upon Canada as one of the leading 
producers of the most valuable industrial metals, 
viz., nickel, zinc, copper, lead and aluminum, and 
other metals used in steel alloys. Canada’s res- 
ponse has been such that with the exception of 
iron this country is'now the world's largest exe 
porter of base metals. Then the housing pro- 
grammes which have been undertaken on an 
unprecedented scale by nations abroad have 
found Canada responding by large increases in 
the export of lumber and other building pro- 
ducts such as asbestos and gypsum. Similarly, 
the rise of large-scale industries for the manu- 
facture from pulpwood of a wide variety of new 
materials, of which at the moment artificial 
silk is perhaps the most spectacular, has found a 
response in Canada in the production for export 
of increasing quantities of high-grade bleached 
sulphite, the rew material of these new indus-

*BROILED FISH: Select a fish of firm flesh 
which does not dent upon pressure, and of 
wholesome odor. Split, clean in cold water, and 
dry thoroughly. Have the oven very hot, about 
500 degrees, and place the fish on the broiler 
rack, skin side down. Lower heat after about 
five minutes to a point where the fish will cook 
through without burning the outside. This will 
require about twenty minutes or more, accord- 
ing to the thickness of the fish. When done, 
remove to hot platter, season with a little pars- 
ley and butter and garnish with eome crisp raw 
vegetable. Slices of lemon may be used when 
the meal does not contain other fruit acids or 
starches, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—D.M.C. wants to know: “Is there 
any way by which hair on the face can be de- 
stroyed so that there is no re-growth?” 

ANSWER: Electrolysis is the most satisfac- 
tory method for destroying facial hair. This re- 
fers to destruction of the hair roots by means 
of an electric current. When skillfully done and 
when the growth is not too heavy, satisfactory 
results are obtained. In some cases it appears 
that heredity plays a role in producing an over- 
growth of hair on the face in women. It has 
also been observed that such overgrowth is more 
likely to appear in families in which the com- 
plexion is dark than in families in which the in- 
herited complexion tends to be fair. Various other 
causes have also been brought forward as pos- 
sible causes of the development of a noticeable 
hair growth on the faces of women. For ex- 
ample, nervous disorders sometimes seem to en- 
‘courage it; and it is probable that disturbances 
of the glands of internal secretion also play a 
part. Although most people believe that the 
growth of hair is stimulated by using animal fats, 
petroleum or glycerine on the skin, this belief 
has no scientific foundation; in spite of the fact 
that such substances may stimulate the growth 
of hair in the case of animals, as in horses. The 
chief effects of the growth itself are mental— 

. arising out of the annoyance produced by the 
disfiguring hairiness. In some instances where 
the growth has appeared as the result of ill 
health, or as the result of pregnancy, the condi- 
tion has not been permanent. As a general rule, 
facial hair in women tends to become longer 
and coarser as they grow older. Although the 
hair may be removed temporarily by the use of a 
depilatory, it will of course, grow in again. When 
lasting results are desired, electrolysis usually 
proves the method of choice. However, it is wise 
to make sure that you go to someone experienced 
in the work.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
William Lyon Mackenzie left the 
home of his friend at Smithville at 
8 o'clock on the night of Sunday, 


! Dec. 10. He had been provided with 


a guide; both were mounted; and— 
now I am telling Mackenzie's story 
—“crossed the Twenty, ventured a 
comfortable supper with a friend 
on our, way, crossed the Welland 
canal and the Chippewa river, and 
got safely into Crowland before 
daylight. We left our horses with a 
farmer who accompanied us to the 
Niagara river on foot. All the boats 
had been taken by the government, 
with one exception, Captain Mc- 
Afee of Bertie, who had one of his 
boats locked up in his shed with 
his carriages.” 

The fugitive revealed his iden- 
tity, was welcomed man to man, 
and was invited to breakfast.

Western Canada Livestock 
Union Hears Addresses 


In Saskatoon 


SASKATOON, Dec. 10.—Com- 
mendation of certain government 
livestock policies, together with 
condemnation of practices which 
tended to keep prices to the pro- 
ducer of choice quality cattle and 
beef low, were heard here | 
Thursday at the Western Canada 
Livestock Union convention. 


The session was marked by ad- 
dresses from G. B. Rothwell, direct- 
or of production services in the fed- 
eral department of agriculture, and 
from J. M. McCallum, of the horse- 
breeding division, 

Both men attacked a statement 
made by R. A. Wright, president of 
the union, at the morning session 
to the effect that bonusing of 
purebred livestock in Canada had! 
become a “racket.” In defence, Mr. 
Wright explained he had referred 
to the use made of the bonuses 
and premiums by breeders, rather 
than to the plans themselves. 

New policies could not be super- 
imposed upon those already in 
force without a great increase in 
expenditure, Mr, Rothwell said. 


BONUSES AID 


The speaker outlined the various 
policies aimed at improving the 
livestock industry in Western Can- 
ada, making definite references to 
the bull-loaning policy. Much of 
the money expended by his depart- 
ment, went back to the country in 
the form of bonuses to producers 
and these bonuses had, he believed, 
aided materially in the improve- 
ment of stock, as well as in the 
provision of labor for Canada. 

Vigorous discussion followed Mr. 
Rothwell's address, and following 
the discussion, President Wright 
remarked, “from this discussion, 
Mr. Rothwell, we can draw the 
conclusion that a national livestock 
policy is needed.”

Stating he was operating at a 
deficit, Mr. Storey asked the city 
to subsidize his business to the ex- 
tent of $125 a month to enable him 
to continue.

Believed Responsible 
For Rapid Gain 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10—To pro- 
mote and facilitate a foreign trade 
volume which, according to latest 
estimates, will total more than 
$6,000,000,000 in 1937, the United 
States has developed an elaborate 
system of commercial “contact 
men” extending to every region of 
the wortd. 

This “foreign commerce service” 
cost the government approximately 
$3,000,000 last year, but is believed 
to have been responsible for some 
of the successes achieved by the 
nation’s world commerce during 
the past two years. Since 1934, the | 
foreign commerce of the United | 
States virtually has tripled itself. 

The foreign commerce service is 
closely allied to the diplomatic ser- | 
vice, but its functions are entirely 
different. It is by this complete 
separation, commercial experts con- 
tend, that the United States foreign 
commerce service has been able to | 
develop its remarkable efficiency. | 


HAVE DIPLOMATIC STATUS 
Although commercial attaches 
and trade commissioners have a 
liaison with their embassies and 
legations and enjoy diplomatic im- 


“contact men” are commis- 
sioned only to develop and report 
on foreign trade and foreign trade 
possibilities. All of them are trained 
economists and statisticians, as well | 
as being thoroughly conversant with | 
finance, business and international | 
affairs.
